has preferved a ftrict attention ro the reprefentations. 
England makes pacific advances alfo, which have 
been diGated by the fame Court, but more by the 
Judgment of their wife Minilter, Mr Pitt, whofe 
dyitem daily conciliates more and more friends.

Befides 
the immediate attendants about his perfon, in the 
various capacities of Rhidmitgars, Frathes, Chob- 
dars, Harcaras, Mewatics, &c. which may amount 
about 2000, he is attended in camp by about five 
or 600 horfe, and feveral battalions of regular Sea- 
poys, with their field pieces. He takes with him 
about four or 500 elephants ; of thefe fome are 
broke in for riding, fome for fighting, fome carry 
biggage, and the reft are referved for clearing the 
jungies and forelts of the game: of. the firit kind 
there are always 20 or 30 ready caparonized, with 
Howdahs and Amarys, that attend clofe behind the 
one he rides upon himfelf, that he may oecafionally 
change to any of them he likes, or he fometimes 
rmits fome of his attendants to ride wpon them, 
e has with him ubout any or Ligne fomeer — 

it many of which are always led ready e 
Ohi are beautiful Perfian horfes, 
and fome of them of the Arabian breed, but he fel- 
dom rides any of them. Of wheel carriages, there 
are a great many of the country fafhion, drawn by 
bullocks, principally for the accommodation of the 
women ; befides which, he has with bim a couple 
of Englith chaifés, a baggy or two, and fometimes a 
chariot : ‘but all thefe, like the horfes, are merely 
for fhow, and never ufed.
